WASHINGTON, Feb. U, —Secretary Bi- 


king sent to the house, yesterday, the 
report of the commission of engineers 
\ipon an examination for a harbor ot 
refuge suitable for deep-draft vessels 
near the month of Delaware bay. 1'he 
plan of location nroposed for the for- 
mation of a deep-water harbor of ref- 
uge at this locality contcmplatei the 
construction of a etoE» »breakwater 
one ami a half miles IODJ;, »xtending in 
a general northwest and southeast di- 
rection on the east branch of the 
Shears, off Cape llenlopen, Delaware, 
and the construction of a row of ten 
lee peers at the upper end of the har- 
hor, to protect the anchors again.st ice 
in the hay. The total cost of the work 
IB estimated at ^-i,640,000. The com- 
mission in their report say that one of 
the important characteristics of a har- 
bor of refuse is that it can be made 
capable of defense.

The Noble Steamship Preparing 


to Leave Her Framo 


ON THE ROCKS AFT THBISLBOPWI6H1 


In the Presence of Throngs of Specta- 


tors—But Little of the Mail Mat- 


far Secured—Strange and Culpa- 


ble Action of Capt. Heinecke.

The kodak fiaud made the wreck oi 


tho Eider tlie occasion for a grand 
holiday and campaign of mv«stig-atiou 
and experiment These amateur pho- 
to«rnpher.s wera to be seec like crows 
perched bere and there at every spot, 
on 
every rock, available for theii 


ghoulish work, and from these potnti 
of vantage potting1 the Eider incident 
to thuir intense Idolight; but to the ex- 
treme dlogust of the Hanoi-men, coas! 
guardsmen and life-boat wen, whc 
seam to look upoa the kodakers aa 
notliing more or less than earrioo 
crows ia dispfuise. 


To such an «xteat was tliia mania 


for photograpliiDfif carried, that an In- 
stalment of fifteen members from one 
ornateux* photographers' club alone 
came down yesterday, expressly from 
London, in order to feast upon the 
novel scenery and effect* presented by 
the gallant steamship preparing to 
leave her frame upon tho rocks aft the 
Isle of Wight. 


In addition to tho kodak fiends, there 


were soores of reporters, correspond- 
ents and newspaper artists assembled 
about tho shore. The majority of these 
professional 
gentlemen 
established 


their headquarters in the most comfort- 
able home in the vicinity, from which 
place they posted sentries and vedettes, 
who did duty for two hours, came back 
and ropjortod the result of their turn of 
duty, and who were then relieved by 
other Journalists whose innersliad been 
refreshed by tho best the headquarters' 
"public" afforded. 


The British post-offioo officials are 


still deeply concerned about the mails, 
for contrary to previous reports, all the 
Eider's mail bacrs have uot yet reached 
the shore* In fact, it seems that onl.y 
seventy-six baga of mail bad been 
landed up to tho time this message is= 
sent. Such being the case, there must 
still be hundreds of bags ou bo arc1 the 
olider, for she is said to have been car- 
rying several hundreds of bag's of mail 
matter for England and for tbe conti- 
nent. 


It wa» evident to all concerned in 


-rying to obtain information as to the 
wreck of the "Eider, that both the offi- 
cers, seamen and engineers, to say 
nothing of tho remainder of the. crew 
of that steamer, had beori carefully 
drilled to tell the same story of the 
disaster. The invariable formula was 
:hat the Eider had a beautiful voyage, 
that hor officers did not seethe lights 
or make laad until the steamship 
•truck o& tbo rocks off Ath&rfield. 


Tho Elder, it appears, went ashore 


during tho watch of Second Officer 
H. Kroute, and that U about all that 
you cam gather from the steamer's crow. 


Tholooal cexist guardsmen, life-boat 


men, Jtahdrmec aud other such nautical 
exports say that they aro amazed at 
the look of decision and want of sea- 
manship displayed by the Eider's offi- 
ooru who, they also say, refused the 


riaes of the first life-boat which 


reached the stranded steamer's side at 
daylight on Monday morning, and ouly 
allowed a fevr women to enter the sec- 
ond boat. 


Capt. Heinecke, the experts add, sent 


a message asbora by the first life-boat, 
telegraphing to the North German 
Llbyd Qo.'s agents at Southampton to 
send tugs to his assistance, but, they 
continue, the Eidera commander did 
not try to get his anchors out in order 
to steady her and prevent her tearing 
open wider the rents which might na- 
afttlly be expected to oxist in her 
shell'at the spots where she touched 
the rocks. Consequently, the maratlme 
critics also say, Capt. Heinecke thus al- 
lowed the Eider to be beaten further 
ashore until, after midday, it was im- 
pORsLbl« for her to anchor with a chance 
of benefiting herself. 


Capt. Jdeinecke still, according to the 


exports referred to, at U o'clock Mon- 
day night, began firing rockets and 
signalling that the water was rising- in 
the Eider's hold. But the lifo-boat 
men at that hour had been at work al- 
most continually for twenty-four hours, 
and they were too exhausted to respond 
to tbe Eider'M summons before day- 
light. 


During tho last trip made by a local 


life-boat between the Eider and iho 
ahore,*Monday, she had twenty-three 
persons ou board and was so injured 
amidships by being crushed against the 
steamer'* sides that she barely reached 
land in safety. 
Aa it was, the life-boat 


was halt full of water and weighted 
down to her gunwales by the people in- 
side of hor.

On sighting 


, set course direct for her to 


render prompt assistance if possible. 
At 8:10 a. m., to our utter astonishment 
we could not see her, but saw sorne- 


g black, a little on the starboard 


bow, which was taken to be a steamer 
joirig1 down. At all events wo saw no 
more of her. I stcertl for that posi- 
tion as near as I darcj fearing that "vve 
might strike her masts or hull. I and 
ihe chief 
oflicer were aloft, 
but 


neither of us could see anything of the 
vessel in question, nor boats oi' wreck- 
age, cither." 


H. M. S. Porpoise, having- been dis- 


patched to search for the sunken ves- 
sel, the admiral received the following 
lelegram, dispatched by Capt. Burr 
from Swatow: "On the evening-of the 
llth a steamer, name unknown, foun- 
dered 13 miles oft Cupchi. Four hun- 
dred Chinese on boai'd and about MX 
Europeans; all lost except twenty-nine 
Chinese, who saved themselves in ships' 
boats and were then brought to Cupchi 
in junks, and are now coming on. foot to 
Swatow. Those had left Cupchi before 
the Porpoise had arrived. The Porpoisa 
made a careful se;trch in the vicinity of 
Cupchi for wreckage without any r3- 
sult Tlie Namchow, supposed to be 
the ill-fated vessel, left Hon^-Hong ou 
the Oth inst. for Amoy, and has not ar- 
rived at her destination, being now re- 
ported missing. The Namchow is a 
Ponang-owned steamer, commanded by 
Capt. John Leo. She had on board be- 
tween 800 and 400 Chinese passengers 
and a general cargo.'

A Mother's Shame in Her Daughter's 


Degradation—Having a Negro 


Husband She Sought a Ne- 


gro Son - in - Law. 


ST. Loris, Feb. 3.—The hearing of 


the evidence in the divorce «uit of Mary 
A. Jaoksou, a pretty whitegirlof about 
10, against William H. Jackson, a burly 
negro, by Judge Wiklerman, in the St. 
Clair county (Illinois) circuit court at 
Belleville yesterday developed a most 
revolting story. 


According to the evidence the girl, 


whose maiden name was Mary MB- 
lone.y, was 14 years old at the time of 
her marriage to Jackson. She was 
forced to wed the negro by her mother, 
who six months previously had mar- 
ried a ncfirro named Edwards. Her 
mother and Jackson went to the oftico 
of County Clerk Rhein, in Belleville, on 
May 6, 1890, without the girl, and se- 
cured a license for the marriage of her 
daughter and the negro. Bweorinfr that 
her daughter was ITye&rsof ago. Jack- 
son gave his age at 82. 


Jtrs. Juclcson, \vhodoosnotlookovor 


10 years of ;iga, told her horrible story 
in tlie courtroom at Belleville yester- 
day. She said that she was comp«l«d 
by her mother to marry the negro, who 
claimed to have considerable money, 
and who agreed to pay off $800 of a 
mortgage which rested on some property 
in East St. Louis owned by her mother. 
They were married in East St Louis, 
the same day tlie license was issued, by 
Kev. 
Edward Jackson, 
a 
colored 


Methodist minister. That night they 
were charivnried, and nearly every 
pano of glass in the house was broken. 
The next day her husband took her to 
a 
negro 
boarding homo kept by 


Sandy Mick, on Morgan street, 
St 


Louis, where she stayed one weak. 
TTe then took her to a house 
on 


Gratiot sLreet and afterwards to the 
house of one Glory on Morgan street, 
and endeavored to have her lead a life 
of shame and supply him with money 
so that he mipht live without work. 
Sho then loft him and returned to her 
mother s house in East St. Louis. The 
negro followed her and remained one 
week and then deserted her. 


At the conclusion of Mrs. Jackson's 


testimony her attorney, Capt, William 
H. Bcnnct, btatod to the court that a 
white man \vhodesiredtomarryher be- 
fore she wedded the negro was still will- 
ing to marry the poor woman after her 
divorce. Judge Wtlderman said that it 
was the most revolting ease- he had ever 
heard of, and the testimony showed 
that her negro husband was worse 
than a bnite. He therefore granted 
the divorce. 


The records in the county clerk's of- 


fice at Belleville bhow that the mother 
of the (firl, Mrs. Catherine Maloney, 
was granted a license to marry John 
Edwards, colored, on July 10, 188P, and 
that they were married on the same 
day by Rev. Edward Jackson, colored. 


The mortgage for SSOO on the prop- 


erty, which \Vm. Jackson promised to 
pay in consideration of his marriage to 
the daughter of the woman, was fore- 
closed at the present terra of the circuit 
court, having bjeen unpaid.

PNEUMATIC TRAIN SIGNAL. 


Technical Details of a System In- 


vented by Barry Uasou, 01 


Bloomtngton. 


The Mason Air Signal Co., of Chicago, 


baa brought out a pneumatic train 8'g- 
nal for freight add passenger service 
which bus some new features. 
Tbe sys- 


tem consists of a ^'-meh pipe running 
the whole length of the train, coupled in 
the usual manner and with discharge, 
signal aud reducing valves, also a small 
reservoir from which the whistle U blown 
The discharge valve is ot a rotary type, 
and when opened admits air from tbe 
signal pipe to the small reaervoir at its 
side. This reservoir is only large enough 
to produce the necessary reduction in 
pressure and holds the air unti.' tbe 
handle of the valve is returned to it* 
normal position, when communication to 
the signal pipe is shot od and the air in 
the reservoir is exhausted into the atmos- 
phere, l?or a train of ordinary length a 
discharge valve with & reservoir ot about 
one pint capacity is found to be large 
enough, but cabooses are fitted with 8 
second on i of about double the size 
for trains o- forty or fifty oars. The sig- 
nal valve is ot the usual form, bat tai, in 
place of the usual diaphragm, a light 
piston which rises witli a reduction of 
train pipe pressure, and opens a passage 
between the small reservoir and the pipe 
leading to the whistle, which blows until 
tbe pressure in signal pipe and reservoir 
is equalized. There is no variation in 
tbe length of the blast for a given tiain, 
except in case ot a bad leak or breaking 
n two of the train. The reducing valve 
is within reach of tbe engineer, and be- 
side it is a gauge which shows the pres- 
sure in the signal pipe, which is kepi at 
about CO Ibs, Ordinarily the air feeds 
slowly through the valve from the main 
reservoir as needed', bnt in case of a con- 
siderable reduction in pressure a single 
movement of the valve handle to an 
emergency position will quickly recharge 
signiil pipe nud reservoir. One large 
western road has ordered this signal for

call from William H. Wileon, an intelli- 
gent colored man of about 30 years of 
age, wbo was accompanied by Bey. J. 8. 
Woods, pastor of the African M. E. 
church. 


"I am a refugee," aaid Mr. Wilson; 


"and I am in Deoatnr to stay, if I can 
get employment. I was a resident of 
Carrol Parish, La, 160 milea northwest ot 
Viokeburg. I taught school there in 
winter and worked in a cotton-seed fac- 
tory in eommer. Not long ago I got 
blanks from New Orleans to form a Re- 
publican league in my parish, and though 
I knew the attempt migbt bring trou ,le, 
I prooeeded to comply with the request. 
There are 3,000 whites in the parish and 
6,000 negroes. I had a meeting and there 
were 40 negro voters present. 
There 


would have been more there, but for the 
fear of danger. An adjournment was 
taken, and ten days ago I got a warning 
notice which was presented by about 25 
wbite men who were masked. This is a 
copy of the notice: 


SKULL AND OBOSS BONB8. 


"William H. Wilson: We desire tou to under 


stand that your efforts to organize the negroes 
of this parish will not he tolerated by the white 
people here for the benefit of yourself 09 well as 
the rest o( the negroes. We warn you to 
tills Parish at once. Let this notice be sufficient 
Done by the order ot the Whlth League.
